SURRENDERS

The Deplorable Affair Caused by a Quar- 
rel Oxer n Dog. 


Word reached us lato last night 
that C. E. Holladay 
was shot and 
probably 
mortally 
wounded 
by 
JontioHunt 
at tho distillery, 
at 
Pima, about 
0 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 
It seems that Holladay 
had 
a 
dog with him 
which Hunt under 
took to drive away 
by slapping 
him. 
This aroused Holladay who, 
it is said abused Hunt in regular 
frontier stylo, which caused 
Hunt 
to throw a rock at Holladay which 
missed him. 
Holladay 
then 
com- 
menced searching for a rock, 
and 
when 
ho was 
stooping 
over to 
pick it up Hunt drew a 
--15 callibrc 
six shooter and shot him, 
tho ball 
entering 
through 
tho 
shoulder 
blado, ranging 
downward, 
but it 
did not como out. 
At last accounts 
Holladay was still alive. 
After 
tho shooting Hunt 
drop- 
ped the gun, hunted 
up an officer 
and surrendered himself.

thoso of Africa. 
A second result has been the de- 
velopment of agriculture, for 
sup- 
ply of tho mining industries.

here again Arizona has vindicated 
herself

calumniators. 
Tho territory 
has 
been 
discribed 
as an untilktble waslo of rock and 
sand, but irrigation has mado parts 
of it as productive 
as the famous

has 
been 
tho discovery of tho fitness of tho 
territory 
as a sanitarium for con 
sumptives and for the 
nervously 
exhausted. 
There 
is little 
doubt 
that Arizona 
possesses the finest 
winfcV" climate 
in tho world, 
as 
warm as that of Now Orleans, but 
less humid, as. bracing as that of 
southern California, 
and free from 
tho afternoon fogs of tho coast line; 
as cqublo as Florida, but free from 
tho 
malaria 
that 
infest parts of 
I'londa. 
hi 
Copper Is King. 
Copper 
yesterday 
reached 
tho 
highest point it has yet attained 
since tho reaction, 
$12 30, an 
within 
tho last thiee 
months. 
Tho rise has, been steady 
and prospectors 
in the vicinity 
of 
Tucson havo already begun to tako 
advantage 
ol it. 
Within 
a vory 
short timo 
tho Tucson 
Smelting 
company his allowed an advance 
to its patrons 
from $1.45 a unit 
to 
1.70 a unit on say 20 por cent oie.

In tho first placo 
quotations 
show that 
there

been in the last year a falling 
off 
in production 
in tho "United States

demand for 
copper is greater than it has been 
before and it will necessarily

increase in 
demand comes from tho additional 
and growing use of copper wire for 
olectrical purposes.

The managers of the irrigation 
congress to meet next month in 
following to say 
about a great and growing industry 
in Arizona and New Mexico: 
It is gratifying to learn that the 
experiments mado in tho last 
few 
years at the agricultural 
colleges 
of 
New 
Mexico 
and 
Arizona 
on the cultivation of the wild 
can-aigr- o 
aro beginning to 
have 
good 
results. 
These experiments 
dem- 
onstrate 
that the wild root will 
respond to intelligent 
cultivation 
to a suprising degree. 
There 
can 
bo no doubt that from ten to twenty 
tons can be grown to tho aero, and 
that tho demand will far exceed 
the supply for many years, if not 
for all timo, and that tho price will 
remain where it is or advance to a 
more profitable figure. 
It will take 
90,000 tons of canaigro to tako tho 
place of the imported 
gambier 
in 
tho United States alone. 
Nearly all the wild canaigre that 
has gone to market 
up to dato has 
gone to foreign countries. 
From 
January 31, 1891, to October 
31, 
1892, a period of twenly-on- 
o 
months 
the Southern Pacific railroad com- 
pany handled 370 cars of tho sliced 
and dried root consigned to Europe, 
which was probably more than was 
consumed in tho United 
States in 
the samo length of time. 
In 
addi- 
tion to the shipment 
of the sliced 
and dried root tho extract works at 
Deming 
havo 
been 
running 
ful 
time and sending the products 
of 
this factory to eastern tanners and 
abroad. 
Six dollars 
a ton 
is tho 
market price for the wild green 
root from tho hands of tho diggers, 
while tho sliced dried root bring 
$40 per ton in Glasgow. 
The sup- 
ply of wild root within reasonable 
distance of lines of transportation 
will hardly last two years, but tho 
farmers of the arid region aro alive 
to tho fact that a new and profitable 
farm crop has been brought 
forth, 
which promises to exceed in value 
all tho crops grown in the arid 
region, 
requiring 
less 
water 
for 
irrigation, less hard and expensive 
labor to produce and market, less 
liable to damage from excessive 
drouth, wet, cold or heat, than the 
average farm crop, and prospec- 
tively more profitable.

leaves,) 
and the whole is covered 
with

thick layer of leaves to keep in tho-- 
bteam, and allowed to remain 
for 
an hour or two. 
The preparations 
for a meal generally take from two 
to three hours, lor the simple 
rea- 
son that 
they 
keep 
nothing 
on 
hand, and when hungry they 
haver-t- 
gather 
everything 
from 
tho 
bush. 
They have no 
system and 
keep nothing on hand for the. fu- 
ture, consequently they 
are often 
in 
rather 
straightened 
circum- 
stances and aro compelled to

on half fare. 
What! you say,

and blessed with the copious rains 
of heaven? 
Yes; live on half faro 
and go

I bolievo tho strug- 
gle now going on in 
this

and in other countries for a singlo 
gold standard would, if successful, 
produco wido 
spread 
disaster 
in 
and 
throughout 
tho 
commercial 
world. 
Tho destruction 
of silver 
as money and establishing gold as 
tho solo unit of value must havo 
a 
ruinous effect on all forms of prop- 
erty 
except 
thoso 
investments 
which 
yield 
a 
fixed 
roturn 
in 
money. . Theso would 
bo 
enorm- 
ously onhanccfl in value and would 
gain a disproportionate 
and unfair 
acvantago over other 
species 
of 
property. 
If, as most roliablo sta 
tistics affirm, thcro aro nearly 
of coin or 
bullion 
in 
iho world, not very 
unequally 
di 
vided between gold and 
silvci, it 
s impossiblo to striko silver out of 
as money without results 
.vhich will provo disadvantageous 
to millions and disastrous 
to tens 
of thousands. 
"I bcliovo gold and silver to bo 
the monoy of tho constitution; 
in-le- 
tho money of tho 
American 
;ieoplo anterior of tho constitution, 
which tho great organic law recog- 
nized as quito independent 
of its 
own 
existence 
No 
power 
was 
lOnforrcd 
on Congress 
to declaro 
that either 
metal should 
not 
be 
money. 
Congress has, thcroforo, 
in my judgment, no power to 
de- 
monetize either any more than 
to 
demonetize both. 
If, there- 
fore, silver has been demonetized 
I am in favor of rcmonotizing 
it. 
If its coinago has bcon 
prohibited 
I am in favor of having it resumed. 
If it has bcon restricted lam in fa- 
vor of having it enlarged.

been so much said and written

down so 
firmly that tho whole pcoplo may 
know what thoy mean. 
Tho first is, tho free and unlimit- 
ed coinage of gold and silver at the 
ratio of 1G to 1, and if needs 
bo, 
against 
the 
protest 
of all other 
nations. 
The second is an amend- 
ment 
to tho constitution 
of tho 
United 
States, 
so that 
Senators 
shall be elected by a direct vote of 
tho citizens of tho district instead 
of by tho Legislature. 
And so that 
tho President 
and the 
Yico-Prcs-ide- 
shall bo elected by a direct 
voto of the people, 
instead 
of by 
electors. 
Good Domocrats 
feel proud 
of 
tho corner stono of tho Government 
of tho United 
States, which is "a 
Government by tho pcoplo and for 
the people," 
but it is 
so only in 
word, when wo 
come to the 
elec- 
tion 
of Senators 
and Presidents. 
Under tho present system the will 
of tho pcoplo may be sot aside and 
still 
keep 
within 
constitutonal 
bounds. 
This onco occured when 
tho D'emocraic 
candidate for Presi 
dent received ono hundred 
thous- 
and majority 
of tho popular vote, 
and yet tho nomineo of tho Bcpub-lica-

party declared 
elected. 
To 
show how this may 
bo dono it is 
only necessary to refer to tho work 
ings of tho Electoral 
Collcgo

tem. 
New York 
for instance has 
35 
electoral votes. 
Each party selects 
35 electors which are voted for by 
the people. 
Suppose tho 
Ropubh-ca-

electors got ono thousand ma- 
jority, thoy gain 
35 votes. 
Now 
tako 
Georgia 
with 
six 
clcctois, 
suimoso 
the Democratic 
electors 
aro elected by 
a majority 
of ten 
thousand, thoy get six votes. 
Thus 
it will bo seen that the Bopublican 
nominee lor I'rcsiucnt and 
vieo- - 
Presidcnt have secured 35 votes in

electoral 
college 
with 
ono 
thousand 
majority 
of tho popular 
vote. 
And Georgia gets only six 
votes with a majority often thous- 
and.

It 
showed the regulation English country 
house, with parks, gardens, cascades 
temples, bridges, etc., besides over one 
hundred

human 
figures in the gardens, on the bridges, 
chopping wood, and at various building 
operations. 
In the park were several 
dcers moving naturally about and four 
hoiscs and a coach following the me 
andering road. 
Uesides the above the 
figures of boys were seen fishing fiom 
the bridges, while a boat load of ladies 
and gentlemen regularly rowed across 
an enlargement in the brook, much 
to 
the consternation of the 
natural-lookin- 
g 
figures of geese and ducks which 
were paddling about in tho water. Tho 
whole of tlieae animate and inanimate 
figures wero inclosed 
in a space only 
four and a half feet square.

try and devour the good bunch grass. 
These cayuscs each eat enough good 
fodder to fatten a 
four-year-o- 
steer, 
and one steer is worth more than ten 
riass-eye- d 
broncos. 
If we could enact 


1 law to declare every pony of an 
value of less than one dollar a 
mblic nuisance, it would add material-- 
y 
to the prosperity of this country. 
Litigation Is Declining. 
Tho English courts are making com- 
plaint 
of 
the 
deelino 
of 
litigation. 
Cases arc quickly disposed 
of and the 
number of new case 
arising is not suf- 
ficient to keep some branches 
of the 
court 
occupied. 
Lord Justice 
A. L. 
Smith, an eminent member of tho judi- 
ciary, in addressing a body of solicitors 
recently said that the judges were not 
to blame for the fact that few litigants 
sought the courts.

casOj might go to law and be successful 
throughout'and 
yet his costs would be 
heavy. 
"Justice Smith believed that 
the losing litigant should pay all the 
costs, as is done in this country.

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FRENCH LOSSES 
IN WAR. 


Six Million Men S liil to II vc Terished In 
tlio Wars ot tlio tnst Century. 
Dr. Lagencau of the French academy 
of medicine 
has been making an esti- 
mate 
of the deaths by tho wars of 
France for the past century. 
He finds, 
according to the New York Sun, that 
the civil wars of the end of the eight- 
eenth century and of the republic up 
to and including the year 1S0D cot the 
livesof more than 2,120,009 Trcnchmsa. 
Trora the year 
1801 to Waterloo, uhen 
Trance was fighting Europa ia arms, 
more 
than 3,150,000 
Frenchmen were 
engaged and nearly 
2,030,035 perished. 
Under the restoration, 
Louis l'hillipe, 
and the 
second 
republic, when there 
were 
campaigns 
in 
Spain, 
Greaua, 
and Algiers, the army included less 
than 
15,000 men, and the loss iu battle 
was 
only 
twenty-tw- 
o 
per thousand. 
Even in the brilliant African campaigns 
the mean annual loss was less than 159 
men. 
Next 
came 
an era of frequent and 
bloody wais, the war in tho Crimea, 
tlio war iu Italy, !he war in China, the 
war in Mexico, and finally the war with 
Prussia. 
Out of rather less than 
310,-00- 
0 
French soldiers sent to the Crimea 
05,015 perished. 
Of the 
500,030 
that 
took part in the Italian 
war nearly 
10,000 perished. 
Nearly 1,000 psrhhed 
in the expedition to China. 
Tho med- 
ical statistics of the French in the war 
of 1870 have not been publisheu. nor 
have those of the Mexican undertaking. 
Tho effective strength of tho French in 
1870-7- 1 
was 1,400,003 men. 
The number 
lost is not positively known, but it b 
believed that tho wars of the second 
empire cost 1,000,000 
lives. 
Dr. 
Laga-nea- u 
estimates that the small wars of 
the third republic have been fought at 
comparatively small cost of human life. 
He estimates tlio total loss for the 
cen- 
tury to have been 0,000,000 
of men, 
mostly young.

Americans Are a Source of Wonderment 
to the blon.Goln;; 
Natives 
An Ex- 
ceedingly Courteous and 
Hos-liltlb- le 
Tcoplc. 


These Norw egians are a wonderfully 
pntient people, says n conespondent of 
the Xcw Yorlc Post. They never hurry; 
why should thej? 
There 
is always 
time enough. 
We breakfast at nine 
Monsieur goes to business at ten or so, 
and returns to his dinner, like all tho 
test of the Scandinavian world, at half-pa- st 
two 
We reach coffee and cigar- 
ettes at about' four, and then monsieur 
goes back to his office, if ho likes, for 
two or three hours. 
We sometimes seo 
him again at supper at 
half-pa- 
st 
eight, 
but usually there is a game of whist, or 
a geographical society lecture, or a con- 
cert, or a friend's birthday fete (an oc- 
casion 
never overlooked 
by your true 
Norwegian), or some one hasieccived 
a barrel 
of oysters, and would not, 
could not, dream of oponingthemwith-ou- 
t 
champagne and company 
mascu- 
line company only. It seems to me that 
there ai o entirely too many purely male 
festivities here. 
In fact the men say 
so themselves, and that they would 
en- 
joy many of the occasions 
much more 
if the ladies were present. 
But "it is 
not tho custom of the country" (a rock 
on which I am always foundering) to 
omit or to change 
in such matters. 
Monsieur only does as do all other men 
of his age, which is elderly, and condi- 
tion, which is solid. 
I have never accustomed myself to 
the fact that one is expected to stop and 
wait for all approiching 
carts or vehi- 
cles of any class to pass before attempt- 
ing to cross a street in town. 
I 4m al- 
ways being stopped short on the cm 
by a frantic pull at my arm, and 
some 
strange 
but agonized friendly 
voice at my side begging to know if I 
don't sec that sledge coining, a sledge 
half a block off I Perhaps it is because 
the street traffic is comparatively small 
that tho vehicles always have the right 
of way. 
And certainly, 
too, because 
there is so much time. 
You need 'not. 
fancy that the driver will hasten tho 
jog of his stocky little yellow pony, 
.vlien he sees you waiting. 
Nothing of 
the sot t. 
That is as it has been. It is 
quite meet that you wait. 
There is a curious feeling concerning 
America over here, in one way and an- 
other. 
Morgonbladct, the chief con- 
servative paper, an organ locally of the 
first importance, keeps a sort of horror 
chamber of Americana. 
The reason is, 
I suppose, that in these very dark and 
troublous political times, when not only 
the union, but the monarchy itself, is 
threatened and tottering, the conserva- 
tive interest thinks it dangerous to al- 
low any virtue to appear ia a republic, 
and especially in ours, the most 
nour- 
ishing and 
therefore 
the most 
per- 
nicious 
example of that invention of 
evil bred. 
- 
''JZiteix. 
Day after dav thev seem to rifle the 
cable dispatches for dreadful tales of 
failures, crime and disaster, but if a 
word of good or neutral import appears 
it is only because it is too important to 
be overlooked; 
it is very briefly 
ex- 
pressed and usually gloomily comment- 
ed upon. 
I have often thought, in reading over 
these dismal 
matters, that our papers 
furnish us with far too much of such 
material 
on a large scale to make it 
necessary for a hostile foreign press to 
betake itself, 
as Morgonbladct often 
docs, to accountsof obscure barber shop 
affrays when it wishes to represent the 
true inwardness of American daily life. 
One result of tho persistent inculcation 
of this doctrine is that I have met sev- 
eral most cultivated 
gentlemen who 
are remarkably versed in tho ways and 
manners of Tammany hall, but whose 
study of America 
otherwise 
has con- 
vinced them that it is a common cus- 
tom among men of tho better classes in 
New York to wear pistols in their belts 
whenever they go into the streets. 
Although so many Noiw egians have 
emigrated to America and are loyal and 
prosperous in their adopted country, I 
should say that the general mental 
at- 
titude towards America 
of the 
solid 
portion of tho population here is one of 
distrust. 
They are an exceedingly hos- 
pitable and courteous people, and they 
are glad to make j'ou truly 
w elcomo 
and to like you. 
Hut if you win their 
esteem, as you will if you deserve it. 
and aro well bred, it will not be as an 
American representative 
of America, 
but as a white crow. 
On the whole, when impressions have 
had time to formulate themselves one 
feels that America is here regarded as 
the land of inflation; of pinchbeck and 
meretricious 
manufactures, 
untrust- 
worthy stuffs, doctors made in a min- 
ute, soulless hurry 
for wealth, 
disre- 
gard for mental and spiritual pleasures 
and ends, of raptness in the pursuit and 
worship of the dollar; 
the country 
x 
where wealth is more 
than principle, 
mind or breeding, and where vulgar 
thirst for titles remains, other ambition 
having been 
gratified. 
It made 
mo 
rather indignant when one of the boys 
came home from school the other day 
with the news that one of his masters 
had been asserting as a recognized fact 
that every American gill of fortune is 
provided 
with a list of the eligible 
titles of Europe, with notes regarding 
their several merits and demerits, and 
that she learns it as a part of he 
regu- 
lar business. 
Yet it is too plainly to 
be seen whence such ideas arise! 
Ono 
cannot, in the face of tho facts, contra- 
dict them as handsomely as one longs 
to do.
